Each bid must be accompanied by an acceptable form of bid guaranty in the amount
eqgual to at least five percent of the whole bid, and such bid bond or cashier's check shall
be subject to the conditions provided in the Instructions to Bidders.

CITY hereby notifies all bidders that this contract is subject to applicable labor laws, non-
discrimination provisions, wage rate laws, and other federal laws including the Fair Labor
Standards Act of 1938. The Work Hours Act of 1962 and Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of
1964 also apply.

Pursuant to Arkansas Code Annotated 22-9-203, the Owner encourages all qualified
small, minority, and women business enterprises to bid on and receive contracts for
goods, services and construction. The Owner also encourages all general contractors to
subcontract portions of their contract to qualified small, minority, and women business
enterprises.
